Washington, Oct. 26.— Official 
Washington is waiting tonight the 
reply of the leaders, as well as the 
rank and file of the United Mine 
Workers of America, to President 
Wilson's request to them "to recall 
all strike orders looking to a strike 
November 1, and to take whatever 
steps may be necessary to prevent 
any stoppage of work." 

Coal operators, through their 
spokesmen, have announced that 
they stand ready to co-operate with 
the government in its efforts to pre- 
vent the strike. As the situation 
now stands the whole question of 
whether the country is to suffer 
what the President called a "disas- 
trous fuel famine" with all unhap- 
py consequences of such a disaster, 
is up to John L. Lewis and other 
leaders of the miners' union. 

There is a report in circulation to- 
night that miners may change their 
attitude and call a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of unions identified with 
the coal industry for the purpose of 
reconsidering the strike order. This 
report, which is not verified, came to 
Secretary of the Interior Lane. 
Lewis Is Defiant.

last night declined to state specific- 
ally the attitude of the United Mine 
Workers toward the statement of 
President Wilson, regarding the pro- 
posed strike -of the bituminous coal 
miners of the nation.
